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short. ‘The season of course is not over in that State as yet, 
and the final count cannot, be made, but these reports.are Jrom 
the old experienced canners, and they can by this time pretty 
accurately gauge what the final outcome will be. The pack of 
peas in Baltimore has been commented upon for its shortage, 
and there is no question but that it was short of last season, and 
considerably short of it, but this condition would have resulted, 
we think, even if the crops hereabouts had been enormous. 
Baltimore aimed to cut its pack short and did so, and it did not 
confine this curtailment to peas by any means, but extended it 
over the entire line. Every article packed in Baltimore so far 
this season has been purposely shortened, and we believe the 
canners are wise in this action. Other canners throughout the 
country will do well to follow suit, and the canner who pur- 
posely runs up an extra heavy pack of amy article this season 
will deserve to be caught, and caught badly. But the trouble is 
he will not be the only one hurt by such a proceeding, the entire 
market will suffer. As we have said before we say again, this 
is not a year for a plunge on any article ; the wise course will be 
to cut the amount packed somewhat. 

Reports are numerous as to the cleaning out of canners’ 
holdings, in all lines, and the statics of the holdings in the can- 
ners’ hands bear out these reports. But this does not say that 
they have gone into consumption, or even been sold to the extent 
the reports seem to indicate. They can be out of packers’ hands 
and yet be neither upon retailers’ shelves, or in the jobbers’ 
warehouses. There will be a pretty heavy carry over in most 
lines, that much is certain, and these goods will come into com- 
petition with what is packed this year. It is almost too late to 
save this year or to hope to advance prices on last season’s pack 
to a point showing better profits—if profit at all-—but it is not 
too late to take care of next year’s prices by regulating this 
season’s pack. Don’t think that you will save this year’s low 
priced goods, and be able to pack a ‘‘whole slew’’ of new goods 
and sell them at higher prices. It will take a light pack all 
along the line, on the part of every packer in the country, to 
insure profit-paying prices on the pack of 1909. 

The changes in the market are few, and of no great import- 
ance. Gallon apples are now quoted in this market at $2.25, 
whereas ihey were $2.40. 

No. 2 standard okra and tomatoes have dropped from 7oc. 
to 65c., and No. 3 from goc. to 85c. If the housewives of the 
country knew what a splendid article this is for soups there 
would be ten times the amount of it packed—and possibly fewer 
soup tomatoes. 

’ No. 10 spinach has advanced from $3.75 to $4.00 this week, 
due very largely to the light packing here in Baltimore. 

In the small fruits there has been some activity, so that No. 
2 standard blackberries are now quoted at 50c. to 55c., an advance 
of 5c. No. 3 ditto are quoted at 75c. to 85c., with No. 10 stand- 
ards quoted at $3.15 to $3.50. A pretty good difference there, 
and jobbers will undoubtedly watch their goods. No. 2 stand- 
ard strawberries have declined and are now quoted at 57%4c. 
to 62%c. 


Tomatoes, in the No. 10 size, show a slight advance and are 
now quoted at $2.10 to $2.25 in this market, while No. 3 remain 
at 65c. to 67%c: for full standards, and No. 3 seconds at 6oc. to 
62%c. No. 2 full standards are quoted at 47%c. to 50c., with 
seconds of the same size quoted at 42%4c. to 45c. 


The situation in the can market is without change, which is 
also true of solders, and the various other metals used by the 
industry. Supply men in the machinery line are doing some 
business with the canners who are hustling to place their factor- 
ies upon a high sanitary basis, which means the employment of 
all possible labor-saving and handling devices. 


CHICAGO MARKET. 


Special Correspondence to ‘‘The Trade’”’ 


CHICAGO, July 14, 1909. 

Corn Qualities.—It is somewhot mystifying that Mary- 
land should make no more effort than she does to sell canned 
corn to the West. 

Some of the finest ‘‘shoe peg’’ or Country Gentlemen corn 
I have ever seen, sweet, tender and delicious, and some of the 
finest corn from Evergreen or similar seed I have ever handled 
was packed in Maryland, and I am confident that it is still 
packed there. Where does it go and where is it consumed? It 
does not come to Chicago unless unlabeled or under jobbers 
labels. 

It has not been so many years ago that McMurray’s ‘‘Moun- 
tain’’ corn was the best brand among the Mississippi River and 
Missouri River jobbing points, and it was then packed in ‘‘ Mary- 
land My Maryland,”’ 

I bought a car or so of it this spring under the old familiar 
label, but it was shipped from down in Illinois where it is now 
packed. The old familiar brand brought back many remin- 
iscences to me, and as I held the glorious old label in my hand 
the scenes of long ago came drifting like a panorama before my 
mind, when in the days of McMurray of Maryland, John Wins- 
low Jones of Maine, Sear’s Excelsior Brand of Ohio, and the 
other masterpieces of manufacture, we loaded great steamboats 
at St. Iouis with canned goods for the South and North along 
the Mississippi and for the Great Northwest up the Missouri 
River. 

Then there was never enough canned corn to last the season 
out, and at the close of the season holders could always get a 
handsome profit. 

It is possible that Maryland finds it more profitable to pro- 
duce tomatoes and other products than corn, and that she finds 
the great prairie States able to produce corn more cheaply, but 
Maryland can pack as fine corn as can be produced when she tries.

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Canned Apples.—Gallon or No. 10 apples are very scarce 
in Chicago. It was supposed that the bottom of the pile would 
never be reached, but we have come to it. I bought New York 
No. 10 apples this last week which were packed in 1907, and 
which cost the original purchaser $3.50 per dozen, and carrying 
charges since, for $2.35 per dozen Chicago which is an advance 
of 15c. per dozen over the lowest point reached about a month 
ago. ‘There are still two or three speculators in Chicago who 
have small stocks of canned apples, but their holdings are very 
small, and we will soon see ‘‘the bottom of the pile.’’ 

The future gallon apple situation does not look well. The 
New York packers claim that the fruit yield promises to be very 
much less than last year and are holding futures strongly at 
$2.40 f.0.b. Chicago. Bakers are taking canned apples rapidly 
now and the supply here will soon be exhausted. Michigan 
packers are very conservative about selling futures in canned 
apples, for well they know that the ubiquitous commission man 
will push hard for the crop this fall and take it away from the 
canner whenever he can do so by paying high prices for the 
fruit as it hangs on the trees. 

Blueberries Opened.—Wyman & Co., of Portland, Me., 
and A. & R. Loggie, of Loggiesville, New Brunswick, both 
announced this week a price for 1909 to jobbers of $4.65 per doz. 
delivered at Chicago for No. 10 blueberries, which is just 35c. a 
dozen less than last year. There is a stiff carry over here of 
last year’s pack. . 

Crop Outlook.—I note that the Agricultural Department 
of the United States of date July 1st, gives the crop conditions 
through the United States of several articles as compared with 
the previous ten years average as follows:

The general average condition of all crops in the United 
States on July 1st, 1909, was 1 per cent. better than at that date 
one year ago, eight per cent. better than two years ago and two 
per cent. better than the past ten years average. 

The Crop Average.—The Agricultural Bureau at Wash- 
ington has not only compiled from reliable sources the average 


conditious of crops, but the acreage planted in the United States 
as follows:

The Tin Plate Market. 


In their market letter of July 15th, C. S. Trench & Co, say: 

After today, July 15th, our advices are that the Trust tin house opera- 
tions will not be over 30 per cent. of what they were in May and June. 
This is, of course a very serious curlailment in actual consumption of Pig 
Tin, but trade is so dull and stocks so ample tnat the Tin Plate market is 
not affected. 

The canning outlook on account of unfavorable canning crop prospects 
is unsatisfactory, and while this will help the Trust in their labor contest, 
it does not help Pig Tin. The general business of manufacturing interests 
consuming the metal, as in other metal lines, is less than normal, and 

- consumers seem well supplied with stocks. Some have publicly in their 
statements to their stockholders acknowledged that they have covered 
requirements months ahead, purchases evidently being made when a duty 
seemed probable. . 


NEW YORK MARKET..| 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions. 
Changes and Outlook.

New York, July 14 —Conditions in the canned goods mar- 
ket are not essentially different from what they have been for 
sometime, excepting possibly the unsettled state of tomatoes has 
increased somewhat, In other directions changes have been too 
slight to record. Considerable buying has occurred, though 
here and there a dealer says that trade has been dull, as it has 
been for some weeks. These dealers seem to be the exception 
rather than the rule, however, and in the main no change of 
importance has occurred. Buyers, as a rule, are extremely con- 
servative, and holders do not like to urge sales because there is 
danger of weakening the market under such circumstances. 
The result is that movement is slow, though quotations are held 
closely up to the range which has prevailed for some weeks. 
The tendency is toward a higher basis if any tendency is noted. 

Tomatoes.—The situation in spot No 3s is unsettled. The 
reason assigned is that while packers have a good deal of stock 
for sale they are unable to supply in all instances the quality 
which buyers want. Or, to put it another way, strictly stand- 
ard 3s are scarce, but the price is held down by free offerings of 
goods which are not standard, yet they are called so and it 
weakens the whole market. It seems everywhere apparent now 
that a large proportion of the stock packed last year did not 
come up to standard quality, and this remainder is hurting the 
market for full standards seriously. A good deal of stock 
offered as standards is said to be full of yellow pieces, or is slack 
packed, or something else reduces the quality below the require- 
ments. Some might be classed as off standards, and other lots 
would be classed as seconds in a strict interpretation of the term

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standard. These cheap offerings keep the market low and 65c. 
is still freely quoted, though some packers who feel sure of the 
quality of their stock are holding out for 67%c., and a few are 
asking 7oc. regular terms f. 0. b. factory. The West is said to 
have been a heavy buyer of No. 2s for prompt shipment, and 
have paid 47%c. to 50c. for standards. Stocksof this size are 
getting into small compass. Gallons are strong because of the 
recent active buying. This movement is said to have reduced 
the available stocks to small proportions. 

Corn.—The market is quiet, but firm, with sales made ina 
small way in all grades and sizes, though few buyers take hold 
as though they cared much whether they obtained the supplies 
they ask for or not. Main: stock is held firmly up to quota- 
tions, the unfavorable prospect for the coming crop having the 
effect of creating a firm feeling with the market. Western 
stock is quiet, though recently some inquiry has developed. 
Southern Maine style pack is held closely up to quotations and 
business is done in a small way only. 

Peas.—The situation in peas, both spot and future, has not 
changed materially, and sales are made in a small way only. 
Conditions are substantially as previously reported, and sales 
are made only to such buyers as are apparently making them- 
selves comfortable pending the outcome of the pack now in 
progress in the northern growing sections. All indications 
point to a relatively small output, while the pack already made 
is not up to the average in most instances. 

Asparagus.—The market is unchanged, but holders are a 
shade firmer under reports of a reduced crop in all growing 
sections. The dry weather is having its effect upon the market 
and upon the output. 

Beans.—Strings are quiet, with here and there a buyer 
taking hold and purchasing freely for present requirements. 


Business is done in a small way only, and the prospects does not 
indicate any immediate important revival of demand. 


Fruits.—A firm feeling is noted in all California fruit, based 
on conditions previously reported. The market is generally 
quiet, sales in nearly all instances being in relatively small lots 
now. Futures attract no more attention than spot goods. 

Peaches.—No firm prices have yet been made in new pack 
Baltimore peaches, but it is thought that the figures will rule 
higher than usual because the pack promises to be small. It is 
impossible to make any accurate estimate now and sales are 
made with a good deal of caution because of the possibility that 
there will be a relatively short crop. 

Apples.—Gallons are firm, but quiet, with sales limited to 
what might appear to be actual requirements. Business has 
been done in a small way only, and conditions are only moder- 
ately satisfactory. 

Salmon.—The market for red Alaska remains firm under 
limited supplies and a good demand. Other varieties are scarce 
and firm. It is almost impossible to obtain Columbia river 
Chinook fast enough to satisfy the requirements of buyers. 
Sockeye is scarce and prices range high. Other grades are un- 
changed, excepting possibly pink is a shade higher. 

Sardines.—No change has developed in the domestic situa- 
tion. The price matter is still undetermined and the range of 
quotations is about what buyers and sellers agree upon.

Dishonest Tomato Canners. 


The above is the heading given a letter from R. W. Messen- 
ger, to the Journal of Commerce and Commercial Bulletin, by 
that paper, in which he makes a novel suggestion as to future 
contracts, with a view to checking the evil of unfair deliveries 
and the consequent rejection by the jobbers. His letter reads:—

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canners to make unfair deliveries of canned tomatoes sold as 
futures if there is a rising market during the canning «season, 
and on the other hand there has been a growing tendency on the 
part of a certain element among the buyers of canned tomatoes 
to make unfair rejections of future purchases. One leads to the 
other, both are guilty, and their dishonesty is hurting honest 
canners and honest buyers and injuring the business as a whole. 
Suggestions of remedies should be in order, and the writer has a 
brand new one he would like to see tried. 

Let every buyer of future tomatoes insist on having, in 
addition to the ‘‘Pure Food Law’’ guarantee, the following 
clause in nis contracts: 

‘The seller further agrees that if the goods delivered under 
this contract can be proved to have any water, or pulp derived 
from refuse, added to them when packed, he will forfeit all 
claims to moneys due him by the buyer.’’ 


Now no fair minded canner would refuse to sign a contract 
with the above clause in it, unless he was selling ‘‘seconds,’’ 
and the rogue would find it very risky indeed to sign it. The 
writer believes that a very large per cent. of the future sales 
already made at the abnormally low figure—when costs are con- 
sidered—of 7oc. for standard 3s are made by canners whose 
intentions are to make a good delivery if the price should happen 
to go lower by the time for delivery, but if, on the other hand, 
the price should go higher, their intentions are to add water or 
pulp made from the skins, cores, etc., in a greater or less quan- 
tity, according to the amount of the advance, but always in large 
enough quantity so that they are the ones who profit by the 
advance instead of the buyer. Don’t mistake me! Don’t let 
me convey the impression that there are any considerable number 


of men in the canning business vile enough to be guilty of such 
conduct. There are, on the contrary, very, very few, but their 
number is growing, and the course of the 1909 future market 
has encouraged their growth, on account of the unwillingness 
of most buyers to pay fair prices for reliable brands, when unre- 
liable brands could be obtained a little cheaper. It would be 
better for the business if there were no such thing as futures, 
but if anyone must buy them, and most wholesalers must, for 
heaven’s sake buy established brands and insist on a clause some- 


thing like the above in your contract. 

It is just as much to the interest of the better class of can- 
ners to have this business of unfair deliveries in case of an ad- 
vance stopped, before it gets worse, as it is to the buyer, as the 
packing of goods in a sloppy manner by a few hurts consump- 
tion and hurts the market. On the other hand, it is just as 
much to the interest of the better class of buyers to have the 
unfair rejection evil stopped as it is to the canners. In most 
cases an unfair rejection which is not arbitrated results in a com- 
promise by which the buyer takes the goods rejected at lower 
figures and uses them to bear a market in which his more hon- 
orable competitor has got to sell the goods which he has taken 
in at full prices, and when the firm making a rejection does not 
make such a compromise, they buy some goods in the place of 
them which another firm has rejected, while that firm buys 
what they or some one else has rejected, and the honorable 
buyer is the only one who loses. The rejection evil does not 
require any new remedy. Allit needs is the addition of the 
arbitration clause to every contract and its rigid enforcement 
when a rejection is made. I believe the unfair delivery evil 
does, however. Don’t fall into the mistake of believing that 
water cannot be added without the tomatoes in a No. 3 can fail- 
ing to drain 19 ounces under the new ruling for determining 
standards. With good solid tomatoes several ounces can be 
added. R. W. MESSENGER.

The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by 
our Special Correspondent for the past week. 


SAN FRANCISCO, CAL., July 10, 1909. 

Warm weather continues throughout the fruit and vegeta- 
ble growing sections of the State, and fruit is ripening rapidly. 
In the San Joaquin and Sacramento valleys the pack of apricots 
is rapidly drawing toa close. Notwithstanding the fact that 
some very warm weather has been experienced since the first of 
the month and during the last week of June, the fruit that is 
now coming to the canneries is of fair size and in splendid shape. 
In the Santa Clara and other Coast valleys the crop is not look- 
ing so well and the fruit will run more to small sizes than should 
be the case when such a light crop is to be harvested. In 
Orange county the apricot crop is expected to prove to be of 
larger size than last season, but this is the only district where 
such reports are coming from. The California Fruit Canners’ 
Association is now practically cleaned up on the old stock of 
canned apricots and is advising its trade to that effect. In a 
circular letter recently issued to the trade the announcement 
was made that the reports of a large carry-over of California 
canned fruits that have been circulated are largely without 
foundation, and that as far as the Association was concerned 
the carry-over is less than is usually the case. During the past 
week it has been noted that buyers in the field are offering 
growers better prices than have been prevalent this season. 
This action is taken as an indication that it is not anticipated 
that the present low prices for the canned product will be main- 
tained for any great length of time. There is no cutting of the 
established rates to be noted here, and in many cases packers 


have named higher prices on their product than has the Asso- 
ciation. Buying has been fairly heavy, especially along the 
lines of the better grades, and the number of orders that have 
been taken for immediate delivery indicates that stocks of these 
are short at the various distributing centers. The low prices 
named for Bartlett pears were quite a surprise, and but few 
packers are willing to contract their output at the rates named. 
The crop along the Sacramento river will be light, and already 
large purchases have been made for shipment East in the green 
state. Canners are paying from $20 to $30 a ton for this fruit. 
Apricots are being bought at from $20 to $25, and even higher 
prices have been paid for fruit of large size. While the peach 
crop is considerably smaller than it was last season, there is no 
shortage in any varieties and low prices are still ruling. All 
the freestones that are needed are being purchased at $15.00, 
and clingstones are quoted at $17.50 to $20.00aton. This fruit 
is the weakest article in the canned goods line at the present 
time. The packing of cherries is now about at an end, and is 
considerably heavier than it has been for several seasons past. 
It is claimed that orders to date are much heavier than they 
were last season at this time. 

Tue pea canneries are all closed and an inventory of the 
pack shows that it is much smaller than was estimated earlier in 
the season. The demand has been such that a large portion of 
the output has already been contracted for. A much larger 
acreage is to be planted next season, and the announcement is 
made that other firms will enter this branch of the business. 


Some of the asparagus canneries are still operating in an at- 
tempt to put up all of this vegetable possible, but the hot 
weather will soon put an end to operations. Some packers are 
sold out of the better grades and are refusing orders on almost 
all grades, pending an inventory. The string bean canner.es in 
Lake and Santa Clara counties are in operation, and it is ex- 
pected that the pack will be about equal to that put up last 
season.

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_ The first news that has been received direct from the cannery 
station in the Bristol Bay district, Alaska, has just been received 
here and it is reported that all is well and that fishing has com- 
menced. Conditions are regarded as being very favorable for 
an excellent season. The message received was dated June 27th, 
and but little news other than that the season has commenced 
was given. It is anticipated that letters from the canneries will 
be received here in about tendays. Stocks of Alaska red salmon 
on the Coast are so limited that they may well be disregarded. 
Prices are largely nominal. Advance sales for this fish, as well 
as Puget Sound sockeyes, have been very heavy, and in the case 
of the former, it is estimated that the entire pack is practically 
spoken for. Deliveries will be made as soon as the first supplies 
are received from the North. The impression rules here that 
the opening price of the Alaska Packers Association will be 
$1.15, the same as last season, although it would be no surprise 
to see $1.20 named, as the condition of the market seems to 
warrant an increased price. Pinks are going forward better 
than they have been for some months and the price has been 
advanced slightly here. From the Puget Sound comes the news 
of the initial appearance of sockeye salmon, but, as yet, no can- 
neries are operating on this fish. Regarding the opening prices 
to be expected on this fish the general impression prevails that 
it will be about $1.35 for the best brands. It will be well along 
in July before the run of fish commences in earnest and not until 
then is it expected that prices will be named, The packing of 
chinooks on the Columbia River is still going on and deliveries 
are being made by the canneries as fast as the product can be 


made ready. The immediate demand is expected to take care of 
the entire pack of this fish’ The pack up to date is light, but 
is about as heavy as it was last season, to a corresponding period. 

The new Griffin & Skelley cannery at Emeryville, on the 
Oakland bay shore is now completed and will shortly be in full 
operation. The equipment is said to be the finest of any cannery 
on the Coast. 


Hunt Bros. cannery at Haywards, Cal., is now in full 
operation. The pack of cherries is about completed, but apricots 
are now ready. It is intended to put up a large pack of tomatoes 
this season. The crop is expected to bea light one and old 
stocks are now practically out of the way making the future look 
decidedly brightér for this article. 

One small packer has named prices on this year’ pack of 
tomatoes: No. 2% standards, 75c. per dozen; No. 8 standards, 
$2.25. The large packers are expected to name even higher 
rates. Spot goods are selling at 72%4c. for No. 2% standards 
and $2.10 for No. 8 standards. 

The Chamberlain Canning Company at Kern, Cal., has 
commenced the active canning season after having added a large 
amount of new machinery. BERKELEY.

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Fruits of Mexico. 


Many Tropical Varieties Easily Grown in Gulf Region. 


In the following report, Consul William W. Canada, of 
Veracruz, describes the leading tropical fruits of southern 
Mexico which are readily grown and may be shipped considera- 
ble distances : 


In the State of Veracruz, from the coast up to an altitude of 3,500 feet 
above sea level, conditions for fruit culture prevail which are better than 
any to be found in any region farther north on the Pacific slope of this Re- 
public; but these facts seem to have been entirely overlooked by investors, 
and no serious attempt has yet been made to develop its fruit industry. 
While in the northeastern part of the Republic in many places it is neces- 
sary to irrigate the lands, and the orchards are annually exposed to danger 
from frosts, the southerly region, along the line of the Ferrocarril Veracruz 
al Istmo, has abundant rainfall and is free from cold sufficient to injure 
the fruit trees indigenous to this part, or those which have so long grown 
in Mexico as to be considered as almost native tothe soil. The importance 
of these two facts can scarcely be overestimated in the consideration cf 
fruit culture. 


THE CHIRIMOYA. 


Among the native fruits are a number which grow in profusion, which 
will easily stand shipping, and which are almost unknown to the outside 
world, while their delicious flavor would insure them a ready market at 
remunerative prices, as they come in when fruits are not abundant in other 
localities. 

The chirimoya Anona Humboltiana, a variety of the custard apple, 
may be found growing wild in a widely extended section of the Gulf slope. 
This fruit in an uncultivated state is small and much inferior to that grown 
under favorable conditions. In all the towns and villages in the State of 
Veracruz, and at an altitude of from 2,500 to 4,0co feet, it is grown in small 
orchards and attains quite a large size. Specimens from 4 to 5 inches in 
diameter are not uncommon, the flavor of which is most delicious when 
well ripened. In this state the flesh is of a soft custard consistency with a 
pronounced vanilla flavor. Cut when matured but not yet ripe, it will 
stand shipment for long distances very well. There should be no difficulty 
in sendiug this fruit by rail or water route to American northern cities. 
The Ferrocarril Veracruz al Istmo runs through that part of the country 


best sdapted to raising this fruit, and the steamer lines from Veracruz pro- 


vide rapid transportation to Gulf ports and other ports on the Atlantic 


coast. With scientific cultivation there seems to be no limit to the decree 
of perfection to which this fruit may be brought; even with the careless 
methods now pursued in this vicinity, the fruit is of good size and readily 
brings from 3 to 5 American cents, and as much as 8 cents each. The tree 
grows to a height of abont 20 feet under tavorable conditions, and will bear 
as many as 100 fruits. Proper cultivation wil] increase both the size of the 
tree and the size and quantity of fruitsto the tree. Its cultivation offers 
an interesting and profitable study to the cultivator. 


THE GUAVA AND ZAPOTE. 


The guayaba or guava, Psydium sp., which is native to this section, 
offers great possibilities to the cultivator of tropical fruits. The guayaba 
is found nearly everywhere throughout the tropical region, but as yet little 
or nothing has been done to perfect the fruit by cultivation. In all parts 
of the gulf slope it flourishes, growing in dense thickets in many places. 
Naturally, the fruit in its wild state is rather small and inferior in other 
respects, but when the tree is given a fair chance, even without cultivation, 
it attains a height of from 15 to 18 feet, and the fruit will be from 2 to 3 
inches in diameter. Its flavor is well known through the famous guava 
jelly. There are several varieties of this fruit, the most common being the 
red apple-shaped and the yellow pear-shaped. The former is usually 
rather small, but is of an exceedingly fine flavor. It isa heavy bearer and 
under favoreble conditions a single tree will produce several bushels of 
fruit. The yellow pear-shaped fruit is very much larger and is also a heavy 
bearer. Both varieties ordinarily have blosscms and fruit in every stage 
of developmet at the same time—in fact, the trees are seldcm without ripe 
fruit. With only the most primitive cultivation and by simply keeping 
under control the rampant tropical vegetation so that the sunlight can 
reach the ground, the bearing capacity of the tree is increased manifold 
and the size and quantity of the fruit are also greatly improved. This is 
another case where opportunity offers a wide and interesting field for the 
experimenter. 

The zapote, Achras sp , of which there are several varieties, among 
which the zapote mamey and zapote chico are the most preferred, is a fruit 
of delicate flavor, and grows in profusion throughout this tropical region. 
The trees, however, are of slow growth, and for this reason do not furnish 
such an advantageous field for investment as do the chirimoya and the 
guayaba. The trees begin to bear in four to five years, and are very endur- 
ing, so that they offer a permanent income to the cultivator,

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THE PINEAPPLE. 


The pineapple is cultivated to a considerable extent in the region bor- 
dering on the Gulf, near Veracruz, and with satisfactory results It grows 
to a good size and is of fine flavor. It seems to flourish at any altitude 
under 4,000 feet above sea level, and comes into bearing in one year. 
There are two varieties grown in this section—the common variety, which 
was found at an early period in the history of Mexico and is most exten- 
sively grown, and a larger variety, called the cayenne, which is not so 
widely distributed but is of much greater merit. The former, although 
small, is a solid and compact pine and stands shipment well. The latter 
variety is entirely free from spines and the flesh is much more tender and 
juicy. It grows to a large size ; specimens from 12 to 14 inches in length 
and 18 inches in circumference are found here. The larger ones command 
as much as 75 American cents each, and the demand is far ahead of the 
supply. 

The ‘‘pine’’ flourishes in all kinds of soil. The best results are ob- 
tained at an elevation of 1,500 to 3,000 feet. The plant thrives best in a 
sandy soil, but good results are obtained even in clayey soils. The culti- 
vation of the ‘‘pine’’ is very simple. The lard is cleared and as a rule is 
not plowed or turned over. A small hole is dug for the slip, and all the 
cultivation given is an occasional clearing with a hoe, With this simple 
cultivation fine fruit is produced. One plantation near Tierra Blanca, 
State of Veracruz, owned by an American, and another near Jalapa, owned 
by a naturalized American-Italian, are the best, as far as is known, in the 
entire Republic. The fruiton both thrives well on clayey soil of only 
moderate fertility, which had been planted in corn for generations. As a 
rule, better results are secured from localities on steep hillsides than from 
those on level ground. Lands suitable for planting may be had at $7.50 to 
$1o gold per acre near railroad transportation, and ata much lower figure 
at a short distance from the railroad. 


CITRUS FRUITS. 

The most profitable orange plantations are those planted in fruits of 
the citrus varieties. All of them will flourish in altitudes up to 4,500 feet, 
and bear plentifully. The sour orange and the lemon grow wild in the 
forests in great abundance and bear fruit the greater part of the year; tlhe 
trees are extremely hardy and free from insect attacks and furnish excel- 
lent grafting stock, which may be had in unlimited quantities. Shipments 
of oranges are comparatively light as yet. During 1908 oranges were 
shipped to a total value of $33,417 gold. The oranges grown are, as a rule, 
seedlings, rather small, but of good flavor. Others grown in the Tlaliscoyan 


section are famous for their exquisite flavor. The fine California and 
Florida varieties grow vigorously and are excellent bearers. The crop 
comes in about October; much ripe fruit, however, is found as early as 
August and September, and again, ripe fruit is often gathered in January 
and February. Budded oranges are large in size, beautiful in appearance, 
and of fine flavor. They would command the highest prices on any 
market. 

Another enterprise that promises great inducement to planters is the 
cultivation of the lemon. The trees grow rapidly and begin to bear the 
second year. The fruit is large and of superior quality Trees are laden 
with fruit all the year round ; some trees have not been without abundance 
of fruit for 7 years. Nocultivation is attempted, yet the trees are vigorous 
and grow toa large size. The fruit is compact and stands shipment re- 
markably well. Lemons will thrive on any soil and at all altitudes up to 
4,000 feet above sea level. 

The grape fruit pays the planter well. The trees grow to a large size 
and are most prolific bearers. Trees have been known to carry 1,000 fruits 
at about 7 years, the branches covering a space of not less than 18 feet in 
diameter and being bent under the weight of the fruit. The average size 
of the fruit was over 4 inches, and it was compact and fine. 


MARKETING THE CROP. 


The only question open to discussion as to the profits of the fruit busi- 
ness in this country is that of marketing the crop and the kinds that will 
best stand shipping. As there have been no crops to market, naturally no 
facilities have been provided for handling any large amount of fruit. 
There is plenty of push in transportation companies, but business must be 
in sight before they could be expected to supply the facilities. They will 
meet the producer halfway in any enterprise that is taken up seriously. 
No more than this can be expected by the planter, who, in the develop- 
ment of his business, may rest assured of square treatment by the transpor- 
tation comyanies, the government, and the officials of the State of Veracruz. 


Louisville, Ky.—The English Canning Co., of New Albany, 
is getting their plant in readiness for an extensive business this 
season. 

Gravette, Ark.—The new factory of the Gravette Canning 
Co., which was announced in these columns some time ago, is 
about ready. The company contemplates adding a cold storage 
plant in the near future.

It was ‘some pull’ to get that Publicity Fund together, and 
some legs may be out of joint, but it is there, $25,000 of it, and 
it will soon be doing duty. 


_ We do not know just how those canners feel who did not 
contribute a cent towards this movement ; this effort to benefit 
their own business cn the part of others—but we know how they 
ought to feel. 


There was a pocket book lost recently, containing upwards 
of $25,000 worth of papers, etc., worth possibly three or four 
times that amount to the loser; ana when the daily papers 
recorded the fact that the finder had been rewarded with the 
munificent sum of 10 cents forthe return of the pocket book, 
the loser indignantly replied that there were not $25,000 in 
CASH in the wallet ! 

Those who did not subscribe to the fund may take such 
consolation as this to their breasts, and so excuse themselves. 


Or on the other hand they may get out of the class of ‘‘un- 
desirable canners’’ by sending in their subscriptions now. 
There are some sections where this advice will fall on what 
should be very fertile ground, and we hope the crop yields will 
be prolific. For don’t get it into your head that with the 
amount originally set down as a marker collected, the work of 
further collecting will cease. That was only a beginning, and 
even if you cannot see where you will be benefited to the amount 
of your subscription, you ought to contribute anyway, if only 
from the appearance of the thing. 


In this issue will be found the text of the Incorporation of 
the National Canners’ Association—the Constitution—and it 
will be found interesting reading. The Association was incor- 
porated in Wilmington, Del., last week, and it is now in such 
working form as can be relied upon to do something. It now 
has a being and a body, and we may depend upon it giving an 
account of itself that will make the world take notice of it. Its 
charter is broad enough, and embraces enough to suit any taste, 
and as the membership in your local Association entitles you to, 
and actually makes you a stock holder in this corporation, you 
should see that you are enrolled. This is an effort along the 
right line to form a working body that can produce results. In 
this shape it commands the attention of the world, for it is on a 
business basis that cannot be disregarded. 


The same officers as previously elected have been appointed 
to continue their service until the next annual meeting ; and as 
these are all bright, intelligent business men, with the interest 
of the whole industry at heart, we can rest assured that the 
cumpany will be managed in the best possible manner. All the 
new Association needs now is the proper support of the mem- 
bers of the industry, and as by supporting this you will be sup- 
porting yourself, don’t hold back. 


All the good old chivalry of ye olden days has by no means 
vanished from the earth, at least not from among the canned 
goods packers and others of this industry. 

We have just learned of an attack upon us, because of some 
utterances made in THE TRADE by one of our correspondents, 
but rather ‘‘at’’ us than ‘‘upon’’ us, for the valiant knight takes 
refuge behind the pages of a contemporary. He is about as 
brave as the Irishman who was challenged to a duel, and chose 
rapiers at a thousand paces. Only this brave knight, and 
defender of the canned goods industry, chooses to cross the 
continent, and so put a thousand miles between himself and his 
foe. It is interesting to note that he also comes about that near 
hitting the mark he aims at. 


Baltimore is just now undergoing the sensations of a daily 
newspaper’s spasms over pure food, or vice versa, with all the 
attendant nonsensical and ridiculous statements, such as can 
only emanate from the pens of these daily newspaper reporters. 
The difficulty about these daily newspaper articles upon foods 
and their adulterations is that the writers treat their subject 
along the same liues as they do all news articles; that is, make 
asensation of them. Now there is nothing more sensational 
than to tellthe people they are being slowly but surely poisoned, 


_ that death lurks in every article of food, and so forth, and these 


sensation mongers fully realize the value of this subject. So off 
they go without study or consideration of their subject, and 
most times with a lack of information regarding foods in general 
that is wonderful to behold, rushing into print with the rankest 
nonsense imaginable. 


But the bulk of the consumers are not more familiar with 
the foods attacked than are the writers, and they believe the 
tales these incompetents tell, to the harm of every maker of 
food products. We speak of the general methods of handling 
such matters. 

In the Baltimore campaign for a State Pure Food Law the 
intentions of the paper are of the best; and we sincerely hope 
that they will succeed in arousing our inactive legislators to a 
point where a law will be assured upon the meeting of the next 
Legislature. And every canned goods packer in the City and 
State will endorse the movement for this law; but the subject 
must be handled properly through the daily paper, or they will 
make more enemies than friends. The field is plenty big enough 
to fill column after column upon the subject, and in a way that 
will win favor on all sides—excepting always those fraudulent 
manufacturers who feel themselves directly attacked, and these 
of course could not be expected to take the dose with a smile. 
But it is avery difficult subject to handle, and requires deep 
study, and the writer should be very sure he is right before 
going ahead.

Gold Mining. 
Yukon Claims the Largest Gold-Dredging Outfit in the World. 


Consul George C. Cole, of Dawson, furnishes the following 
report concerning the gold dredges in the Yukon Territory, 
their situations, cost, motive power, and daily output: 

The Yukon Territory now has a fleet of 16 gold ships 
(dredges) in the Klondike gold-mining district and vicinity, 
and three electric conveyors, or lifts, which perform service sim- 
ilar to that of a dredge, and three or four more dredges will be 
installed during the summer. 

A dredge built ready for operation here costs on an average 
$150,000, and will handle daily from 2,000 to 5,000 cubic yards 
of gravel, which will yield from 25 cents to $25 of gold per cubic 
yard. The daily output of gold by a dredge in this district is 
from $1,000 to $5,000, although it is said that some dredges have 
taken out as much as $15,000 in a day. 

Seven of these dredges, owned by the Yukon Gold Company, 
are situated on its holdings on Bonanza and Hunker creeks, and 
are operated by electricity generated by a large water-power 
plant on Twelvemile River, 30 to 40 miles ffom the dredges. 


The Canadian-Klondike Mining Company’s dredge is at the 
mouth of Bear Creek, and is operated by electricity generated 
by a steam plant located near the dredge. This dredge did not 
close down last season until November 9, and continued opera- 
tions when the thermometer registered 30 degrees below zero.

A. H. Stevens, who makes a specialty of growing peas, 
stated last evening, that unless there was a rain soon he would 
be a heavy loser. He has several acres in peas, but the plants 
are actually being cooked. He thinks that his plants will stand 
about two more days of the drought. He says that the ground 
is cracked all over his fields and that never within his recollec- 
tion has rain been needed so much as now.—Lockport, (N. Y.)

Rules for Dealing with the House Fly Nuisance. 
‘Maryland Agricultural Experiment Station, College Park, Md. 


Since house flies may carry germs of typhoid fever, disen- 
tery, tuberculosis, and other diseases, the following rules should 
be observed : 

1. Keep flies from breeding. 

(a) By hauling stable manure out each day and scatter- 
ing it immediately over the fields. 

(b) Or by putting the manure in a vault or screened room 
and treating it with lime or chloride of lime. 


. Keep all filth and garbage in closed receptacles. 
. Screen all foods exposed for sale. 
. Do not let flies come in contact with food. 
. Screen all doors and windows, especially those of kitchens 
and dining rooms. 

7. Notify the Health Department at once of a nuisance in 
your neighborhood. 

8. Let all unite in fighting the pest.

New Firms, Failures, Fires, Personals and News 
of Interest. 


Wilmington, Del.—National Canners’ Association in- 
corporated. The full test of the Certificate of Incorporation 
appears in another part of this issue. 


Ladoga, Ind.—A report says the American Canning Co., 
of Lebanon will not run its factory this year. No reason is 
given, but we presume it is on account of the short crop of to- 
matoes caused by the excess of rain. 


The Bloomington (Ill.) Canning Company reports large 
sales of future corn in that State. The prospects, according to 
actual reports, look favorable for a good pack of corn this year. 


It must not be thought that the report of a new factory 
means it has just started up. Many canners write us once or 
twice a year giving such information and a report of this kind 
means the factory had its beginning since the last report. 


Recent reports say practically all the mills of the American 
Sheet & Tin Plate Co. have been effected by the strike and that 
from seven to ten thousand men are effected. Later we learned 
that the company has offered $12 a day and guaranteed steady 
employment to strike breakers. About twenty men are said to 
have been engaged. 


Lawrence, Kansas.—The Kaw Valley Canning Co. has put 
up a big pack of peas this season and are now working on beans. 


Evansville, Ind.—A report from here states that no old 
canners have dropped out this year, but that two new ones have 
started up in or near the town. No names are given, however. 

It is noticeable that this report is one of two of all that 
have been received by THE TRADE this season, that mentions 
new canneries, and that all the others either state no change, | 
or some one dropped out or not operating for the season, 


Last Saturday a Baltimore City daily paper started a cam- 
paign for a State Pure Food Law, and in it’s effort to forcibly im- 
press upon it’s readers the necessity for such a law, it followed 
the course usual with the reporter of a daily and roundly scored 
the canners of Baltimore City and Maryland, and condemned 
their product. The Canned Goods Exchange of Baltimore, 
however, immediately jumped into the fight and corrected the 
error, and we find in a later issue the full test of the reply of the 
Exchange- 

Loveland, Colo.—The Empson Packing Co. has begun the 
packing of peas, with a force of 300 employes. The crop is re- 
ported to be the best ever grown in the vicinity. The fruit can- 
nery at this place, which has not operated for the past two years 
because the fruit in this section was killed by frost, will take on 
new life this season and is preparing for the large crop that is 
about maturing. 


Wilmington, Del.—The Mitkoff Fish Co., of Petersburg, 
Alaska, incorporated to do a general am packing business. 
Capital stock $100,000. 

Muncie, Ind.—Reports from this section indicate that the 
pea pack this year will not be so large, but at the same time we 
understand the Tuhey Canning Co. will have a larger pack than 
usual.
